The  "breakfast  bunch"  at  the  Union 
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Indiana  is  a  college  with  a  single  purpose,  an  institution  for  the  prepara- 
tion of  young  men  and  women  for  teaching  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania.  In  a  democracy  which  depends  so  much  upon  an  enlight- 
ened and  educated  citizenry  the  role  of  a  teacher  becomes  one  of  the 
most  important  tasks  of  our  society. 

Recognizing  its  importance  in  our  democratic  society,  the  College  has 
tried  to  become  both  a  place  where  people  learn  together  and  a 
place  of  ideas.  Learning  together  effectively  requires  not  only  a  compe- 
tent stafF  of  instructors  but  a  student  body  personally  equipped  to  be- 
come themselves  able  teachers.

Losing  8  players  out  of  last  year's 
first  eleven.  Coach  McKnight  had  to  rebuild  the  team  almost  completely 
with  freshmen. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  season  the  team  looked  like  they  might  outlive 
all  expectations,  but  as  the  semester  ended,  three  of  the  first  five  were  lost 
due  to  scholastic  difficulties.
